At Sandy 
Hook on the giant flagstaff a broom was hoisted signifying 
to the sailors that they had swept the ocean clean of the Span- 
lards. Signal flags saying: "Well done/boys!" flew from 
the flagstaffs...

Th(; noise of the greeting began as soon as the fleet was 


sighted in. the upper bay. 
Guns boomed at intervals, and 


steam craft on the river blew their whistles. Thousands lin- 
ed the wharves and shore, and cheered the ships and their 
valient men. The vessels moved majestically up the river 
and cast anchor-almost opposite Grant's tomb.

The fleet entered the bay headed by the flagship New 


York. She was followed by the Iowa, Indiana, Brooklyn 
Massachusetts and Oregon in the order named. At ten 
o clock Mayor VanWyck and party were taken to the fleet by 
a police boat. They boarded the New York, and were rrreet. 
edbyAdmiral Sampson and his aides. Forma' welcomes 
were exchanged, and Mr. VanWyck then delivered an address 
to the commander of the fleet, who, in a few words, thanked 
him and the nation. At the conclusion of the ceremonies the 
mayor and party returned to the shore and soon thereafter

RELATIVES OF 
SOLDIER 
IN 


JACKSONVILLE 
ALARMED. 


Gen. Bancroft Asserts That the Man- 


agement of the Camp Is Wretched 
and the Medical Staff is Neglectful 
— Gov, Scofield Urged to Look Into 
Matters. 


Relatives of the soldiers of Company 


A, First regiment, now camped at 
Jackionville, are greatly concerned re 
yarding'the health of the oaxp. Much 
aae been said In condemnation of the 
condition of affairs there, and several 
jave attempted to excuse the existence 
of abuses which jeopardize the lives of 
those compelled to endure them. It is 
apparent to the most obtuse that those 
In authority have been neglectful of 
the most ordinary sanitary precau 
tions, and that much of the sickness 
lhat prevails at Jacksonville is due In 
arge measure to this n gleet. 


As bearing out this view of the case 


the statement of General Bancroft, re- 
cently in command of the brigade In 
camp at the Florida city, is entitled to 
both attention and oredeoet. In an 'n* 
terview In Boston the other day he 
sharply criticised the management o' 
the army, and told how the troops bad 
been inadequately provided for as rt- 
irards equipment and care, and em- 
phatically declared that the army mutt 
be reorganized to be of further util- 
ity,

seventh armp corps at Jacksonville he 
said: 


A .Strong Indictment 


The conditions attendant upon the 


arrangements to guard against sick- 
ness were bad In the extreme.
